The parish of the Chnrch of the 
Holy itedeemer at Chapeze. about 
twenty-two miles from I.,oulsrllle. 
seeiiiH to be lll-fsted. The adiflea 
was built ten years ago by tha Bar. 
Fatbar Bartallo. and also the paro- 
chial residance sdlolnlng. While 
cotniT on a sick call to ono of his 
.Tdiolnlnt; nil.sslons In 1917 Father 
Hertello was killed In one of the 
Rreateat railroad wrecks In tho his- 
tory of Kentucky, when forty-five 
parsons lost thalr lives and many 
others wara Injured. On Wednas- 
dav morning of last week the church 
and rectory were totally destroyed 
by tire, the furniture and personal 
belongings of tha pastor, Rev. J. Mc- 
Aleer, being dsvonrad hy tha flamee. 
Father McAleer had offered up tba 
holy mass that morning and was 
seated in his room when his atten- 
tion was attracted by an unusual 
noise. Rushing from the room he 
saw the church envalopad la flamaa, 
and in his heroic effort to raaena 
tba Biassed Sacrament was quits ss- 
riously burned. As tha plaea bad no 
water protection, being a strictly 
country locality, the saving of the 
church, rectory or their contents 
was hopeless, not a siBcIa tbiag ss- 
caplng the flames. Tbara ara only 
about fifteen famillea, some In poor 
circumstances. In the Ill-fated par- 
ish, and Father McAleer will find it 
almost Impossible to replace the 
church without aaslstance from the 
outside. Patbar McAlaar dasa r ras 
help tn hto mlstortuna, and all eoa- 
tributlons sent to blm at Chaneze 
from pastors or Individuals will be 
greatly approelatad.

The old saying that every cloud 
has a silver lining is not appealing 
much to the Hart-Saarey-Chllton 
gang of Republican leaders the past 
few weeks, as the expose of the rot- 
tenness and corruption of tbe Louis- 
ville Republican "reform" adminis- 
tration Is now being followed with 
a show down of the "reformers" at 
Frankfort. Tobe Hert. the Repub- 
lican boss of Kentucky and formerly 
of Indiana, hp.s been posing as the 
leading apostio of "reform" for the 
State of Kentucky, and every now 
and then comes out with a plea for 
non-partlsanship, with high-sounding 
phrases aboat a aon-partlsan Judi- 
ciary, ate.
